the capital of the state of Sinaloa,

but it answers its

many Americans arid feel at home. 
It is a substantial, well built city 
of about inOOO inhabitants.

With my Bon Gordon, who has learn- 


ed the language, being a member of 
the firm of Micthell 
&, Douglas,
